Going full circle 


The return of the Belle Glade Herald explained. 
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12-year-old 
completes 18 
mile bike-a-thon

BELLE GLADE-Twelve year old Mirta Cabrera 
was the only one to finish the 18 mile Cystic 
Fibrosis Bike-A-Thon held at the Belle Glade 
Marina levee on Saturday May 18. 


Participants started at the Belle Glade levee Ё 


and rode on the top of the levee to Pahokee where 
. refreshments were provided, and back. 

Four other youngsters (ages ranging from 
8-12) participated but ran out of energy at 
Pahokee, completing a nine mile stretch. 

Victor Sabo, from the corps of engineers, and 
membérs from the Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
Office, assisted at the various gatepoints, keep- 
ing the bike path clear of traffic. 

Organizing the CF Bike A-Thon was Joesph 
Garcia, Pastor of the Iglesia Bautista in Belle 
Glade, and his wife, Rhonda, a secretary at 
Glades General Hosptial. 

The couple have a three year old daughter, 
Sarah, who has cystic fibrosis. 

"Cysitic Fibrosis is a genetic disease," said 
Mrs. Garcia. "Every five hours a child with CF is 
born, every eight houfs a CF child dies." 

Cystic Fibrosis, thd number one genetic killer 
of children and yoüng adults, was first diagnosed 
in Sarah when she was four months old. 

Doctors used a “sweat test" to determine if

By tailoring the newspapers to each communi- 
ty, more local news, features and other items of 
interest can be provided to our readers, said 
Publisher Stan Martin. 

The newspapers will also provide a conWenient, 
efficient, and reasonable advertising medium. 
Businesses can target their market, whether it 
be in Pahokee or Belle Glade, or both. 

The Pahokee Observer will be distributed free 
of charge to all residents of the Pahokee and 
Canal Point communities. 

The Belle Glade Herald will be distributed free 
Lo residents of Belle Glade and South Bay. 

Other Hammell Newspapers of Florida 
publications include The Clewiston News, the 
Glades,County Democrat and the Caloosa Belle 
in LaBelle. 

In addition, Hammell Newspapers of Florida 
prints the Seminole Tribune and the Florida Beef 
Weekly. 

The Pahokee Observer claims a lineage dating 
back to March 11, 1924, when its predecessor, 
the Everglades News was established by 
Howard Sharp at Canal Point. 

Another ancestor of the Pahokee Observer, the 
Pahokee News and Philosophy, was formed in 
1933 with Charlie Barfield as owner and editor. 
The paper later shortened its name to the 
Pahokee News.

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Change in publication 
of newspapers announced 


In August of 1934, Paul Rardin, who had been 
employed by the Glades County Democrat in 
Moore Haven, became editor of the Everglades 
News. 

Rardin bought the Everglades News in 1937 
from Mr. and Mrs. Keathly Bowden, who had 
bought controlling interest in the paper from 
Sharp that same year. 

Mrs. Beryl Bowden, a resident of Clewiston, 
continues to have an active interest in 
newspapering and is publisher emeritus of The 
Clewiston News and the Glades County 
Democrat. 

Rardin werit on to become a Palm Beach Coun- 
ty Commissioner. 

In June of 1952, Alys Oakie purchased the 
Pahokee News and shop and built the building 
on Annona Avenue in Pahokee. 

Eventually, the Pahokee News and Everglades 
Observer merged and was--printed as the 
Everglades Observer from 1967 to 1979. 

The first edition of the Belle Glade Herald was 
printed July 26, 1940, with Frank Snavely as 
editor. 

The Belle Glade Herald was published con- 
tinuously as such from that date in 1940 until its 
merger with the Everglades Observer in 1979. 

The Belle Glade Herald is located at 607 South 
Main St., Suite 104, Belle Glade: 

The Pahokee Observer is located at 147 An- 
nona Ave., Pahokee, where it shares space with 
Lakeshore Printing. 

Both papers will continue to be printed in 
Clewiston. 

"Our goal is to provide the best news and 
advertising medium possible to the Glades 
area," said Publisher Stan Martin. “We welcome 
any comments or suggestions on how we may 
better serve the area.” М

At that time, Nelson 
Bailey and Thomas 
Montgomery, attornys 
for the defendents, 
were given 10 to décide 
whether or not to move 
the case to West Palm 
Beach. 


After a jury trial in 

West Palm Beach, 
Judge John Born 
granted both Amat 
and Cabellero to be 
released on $5,000 
bond with special con- 
ditions. 

The conditions for 
both men are not to live 
in or enter the Glades 
area pending their trial 
and they are not allow- 
ed to carry or use a 
firearm.

Womack said that brush fires aren't as bad in 
this area as in others. 

"Loxahatchee is mainly timber land whereas 
Belle Glade is 90 percent planted land," he said. 
hera aren't really any wooded areas around

Each brush fire is a different one-and must be 
fought ‘according to the situation’ says Womack. 

“Out in the low grass area two to three men can 
handle the fire," said Womack. “With maiden 
cane, five to six men are on the scene."

‘Because of the excessive salt loss in her body, 
Sarah spends a week in the hospital during the 
summer months due to dehydration. 

“It was also hard for her to gain weight,” said 
Mrs. Garcia. “She wasseven pounds at birth and 
at eight pounds she weighed eight pounds. Now 
she's up to 26 pounds." 

The problem of gaining weight lies in the 
digestive problems affilinted with CF. 

"Her pancreas doesn't produce enough en- 
zymes to digest food," Mrs. Garcia said. "She 
has to take five 'Pancrease' pills with every meal 
to help digest her food." 

Thick sticky mucus blocks the passageways 


. that carry enzymes to different parts of the 


ly. 

To loosen the mucus, a process called ‘percus- 
sioning’, (thumping certain points of the body) is 
used. 


Sarah is percussioned twice a day. 
“We percussion her on her chest and the top of 
her back while she's sitting up and her sides with 
her head pointing downward," said Mrs. Garcia.
